Reynolds use savings from coupons to give back

Kristia Reynolds shares the 
ins and outs of saving as much 
money as she can using coupons 
and strategic planning with 
others. “I was tired of making 
monthly payments on our 
debt,” she said. “The economy 
isn’t getting any better and the 
government isn’t going to help 
us.” 

With this in mind, Reynolds 
and her husband became better 
stewards over their family’s 
finances using coupons and 
by planning ahead. On Friday, 
Nov. 16 at the Fulton County 
Extension office in Hickman, 
she shared her secrets and 
knowledge with others interested 
in saving money during her 
Couponing 101 class. 


I believe the Lord gives you 
the ability to be a good steward,” 
she said. “We decided it was 
time to get a good handle on 
things.” One way Reynolds has 
achieved her goal is by saving 
money on food and essential 
items using coupons. She then 
takes the money she saves and 
puts it toward other bills. 

“You have to start 
somewhere,” she said Friday 
evening. “You can make this as 
big or as small as you want to. 
Two years ago we saved over 
$6,000.” All by using coupons 
to make purchases for her 
family of four. Reynolds also 
does shopping for her parents, 
in-laws, grandmother and her 
business, The Peery House. 

“There are misconceptions 
out there,” she said. “Buying 


generic brands, not having 
enough time, or not worth the 
hassle are reasons some people 
do not take the time to use 
coupons.” 

There are a variety of 
sources for obtaining coupons. 
Reynolds purchases four 
Courier-Journals each week 
because she likes the coupons 
available in their paper. “I 
recommend purchasing a set 
of coupons for each person in 
your family,” she said, “i like 
red plum and smart source.” 
She also likes Proctor and 
Gamble.” “They all having 
varying expiration dates,” she 
explained. 

“Other sources include All 
You magazine and Facebook,”

she continued. “I also registered with Cellfire. 
com, you use it with your Kroger card. Once you 
register, you will receive coupons automatically 
on your smart phone, which are downloaded to 
your Kroger card.” 

Kroger is her favorite place to shop. One reason 
is because they double coupons and have great 
deals with their loyalty card. Reynolds also shops 
at Walgreens and CVS Pharmacy occasionally. 

Reynolds explained why “stacking” is beneficial 
and how important it is to watch when items are 
on sale. “You want to use your coupon when the 
item is on sale to increase your savings,” she 
said. 

“Signing up for loyalty or reward cards are other 
ways to take full advantages of saving money.” 
Blinklies, catalinas, and peeling coupons off of 
items are other ways to stretch your dollar. 

“Review your coupons carefully,” she said. 
“Sometimes the picture on the coupon is not the 
item the coupon is for.”

Organization is key. “Find what works for you,” 
she said. “I use a big three ring binder now, but 
I started with a one-inch binder.” She has page 
protectors for her cover pages and found baseball 
card holders best for storing the coupons. 

When she shops, she doesn’t just go down a 
few aisles. “I walk up and down every aisle,” she 
said. “I look for clearance items and manager 
specials.” 

“Remember, it is NOT about hoarding,” she 
said. “It’s about saving for your family and then 
about giving.” 

Reynolds helps others when ever she can. “I 
might not be able to give them a $50 check,” she 
said. “But I can give them some groceries that are 
worth more than $50.” 

For the Reynolds family “extreme stockpiling” 
equals “extreme giving.” 

Reynolds has held classes in Clinton, Mayfield 
and Paducah in Kentucky and in Tennessee in 
Greenfield, South Fulton and Martin.

“It has withstood fires, neglect and threats 
of demolition, and the shelter it has provided to 
our governors and lieutenant governors has 
resulted in a wealth of history, colorful anecdotes

the country (it is two years older than the White 
House). 

Kentucky Governors from 1798 to 1914, 33 in 
all, walked the halls and lived on the three floors 
of the prestige home. After four decades of non¬ 
political use Lieutenant Governor Harry Lee 
Waterfield and nine other Lt. Governors resided 
in the mansion. 

The doors closed in 2002 when Lt. Gov. Steven 
Henry and his wife Heather French Henry moved 
out of the residents, leaving the home empty after 
two centuries of history filled the rooms. 

Gradually the mansion, which is also known to 
have been privy to visits from eight presidents, 
including James Monroe, Andrew Jackson, 
Theodore Roosevelt and Bill Clinton, has been 
restored to its originally glory. Some of the 
projects completed include the recreating of the 
magnificent mural that begins in the entrance hall 
and follows the staircase up to the second flood 
landing. 

“The home was reopened in 2009,” stated 
Pat Geveden. “Designers came in and designed 
the rooms in keeping with the period, however, 
with an updated theme. All the work has been 
accomplished with donations and personally by 
the desingers, at no cost to taxpayers.” 

The entire project is being completed without 
state funds and is meant to be a true model for 
the country during trying times. “This is all about 
Kentuckians pulling together to accomplish 
something of benefit to the commonwealth

For the sixteenth straight 
year, the Hickman County 
Service Unit of The Salvation

While tomatoes and sweet 
corn garner most of the 
attention in home gardens, 
a few of the lesser known 
vegetables may still be 
available for consumption 
this late in the season. 
Greens, cole crops, turnips 
and sweet potatoes are a 
few examples that gardeners 
might still be able to harvest 
in western KY. But are all of 
these still safe to eat once we 
experience a frost or freeze? 

Several myths exist about 
certain fruits and vegetables 
becoming toxic after they’ve 
experienced a frost or 
freeze. Some people believe 
greens become poisonous 
after a frost. Greens like 
mustard, kale and collards 
actually develop a more 
enhanced flavor after a frost. 
Cool temperatures slow 
the internal respiration of 
the greens, allowing more 
sugars to accumulate which 
makes them slightly sweeter. 
One exception, however, 
is rhubarb, which becomes 
toxic after exposure to a 
hard freeze. 

Myths involving frosted 
sweet potato roots also exist. 
Many producers believe that 
sweet potato roots become 
poisonous after a frost, but 
they actually just rot. Sweet 
potatoes are a warm season 
crop and will not tolerate a 
vine-killing frost. Producers

should worry about frost 
injuring the sweet potatoes 
where they attach to the vine. 
This injury prevents healing 
after the sweet potato is 
harvested leading to decay in 
storage. 

Another question gardeners 
have been asking recently is 
at what temperature are these 
plants killed? Generally, 
a frost or light freeze will 
kill beans, melons, corn, 
cucumbers, okra, peppers, 
squash and tomatoes. Beets, 
carrots, lettuce, potatoes and 
cauliflower will typically 
withstand a low temperature 
in the middle 20’s although 
it may burn their leaves 
a little. Broccoli, brussel 

sprouts, cabbage, collard 

greens, mustard greens, 

onions, parsley radish, 

spinach and turnips are the 
most cold tolerant veggies 
we have. Of course there 
are a lot of variables that 
can affect these temperature 
ranges and a vegetable crop’s 
ability to withstand a specific 
temperature.

La Donna Latham-will sell her newest book, 
The Golden Age of Clinton. 

This the first book to ever document the early 
rise of the city of Clinton into a modem county 
seat and commercial center. Using original 
documents and family histories, Latham has 
captured the family aspect of local businesses that 
were born in the 1880’s up to 1910 in Clinton. 
This will make the special gift to all those on your 
list who enjoy local history. 

Dorothy Nell Harper- books of poetry, 
including her newest, “The Power of Poetry” will 
be back. Dorothy Nell is now the Poet Laureate 
of the Jackson Purchase and as such is a powerful 
voice and role model example anyone who wants 
to express themselves through the imagery of 
poetry. 

Hickman County Historical Society - “One 
-Two Room Schools of Hickman County” - a 
compendium of schools that are now gone. 
Also, two volume of newspaper abstracts, their 
cookbook and other books with historical data. 

Hickman County Museum - “Lick Skillet” by 
Virginia Jewell and the works of Dr. Jackson 
who lived in Clinton during the 1950’s through 
thel980’s. 

Kenneth Tucker - “The Lall of the House of 
Spade”, A Wilderness of Tigers”, “The Madonna 
of Darkness and Shadows” and “A Kentucky 
Colonel in King Arthur’s Court” and a revised 


edition of Ken’s study of gangster A1 Capone. 

Larry D. Krohn - 

Returning this year is Larry Krohn, of Princeton, 
Indiana. His series of picture books featuring 
Patter the Paducah Mouse brought him to the 
Hickman County Arts, Crafts and Book Pair in 
2006. He’s coming back to Clinton on December

Larry is a former teacher and coach. His daughter 
Sara is co-owner of the Badgett Theatre in Grand 
Rivers, Kentucky. 

Teresa Anne Hayden is a writer who lives in 
Cayce, Kentucky, with her husband Mike. Her 
story, “The Carpenter’s Son,” has recently been 
published in Chicken Soup for the Soul: A Book 
of Miracles: 101 true stories of healing, faith, 
divine intervention, and answered prayers. This 
year, special to the fair, Teresa is offering for 
sale a new line of rosaries for special religious 
themes. 

Eddie Price from Hawesville, Kentucky brings 
his newest book “Widder’s Landing” (Acclaim 
Press) Historical fiction set in Western KY. during 
the War of 1812. 

Linda Swift of Paducah will have 12 book titles 
to sell. Her books deal with historical fiction from 
the civil war to the Mary, Queen of Scots. Lor 
example, her “This Time Porever” tells the story 
of how the civil war came to middle Tennessee 
and the fortunes of one southern family coping 
with their antebellum mansion becomes a field 
hospital. 

Pamela Whinnery, a traditional favorite at 
the show will be returning with her cookbooks 
about the rich and famous, “Pavorite Recipes of 
Kentucky Celebrities.” The cookbook has over 
300 recipes from local and national personalities.
